SURPRISED THE ENVOYS.

PEKING, Dec. 30—The Chinese 
themselves were greatly astonished 
at receiving the imperial instruc- 
tions. Neither Li Hung Chang nor 
Prince Ching had expected success 
in persuading the court under ten 
days. The Emperor’s instructions 
are toagree fully to the note, but 
to endeavor to get the best terms 
possible, particularly in the matter 
of limiting the number of lega- 
tion guards and also as to the 
places where these are to be located. 

The plenipotentiaries are in- 
structed to endeavorto limit the 
number of army poste along the 
line of railway toas few as possi- 
ble, and finally to request the = 
ere not to destroy the forts, but 
merely to disarm them. 

Li Hang Chang’s health is bad, 
oubtful whether he will” 
be able to do more than to affix his 
signature to an instrument dele- 
gating his powers to Prince Ching 
until another plenipotentiary has 
been appointed.

WIDE FIELD OF ACTIVITY.

LONDON, Dec. 31.—While Lord 


Kitchener sends bad news for Eng- 


land on the closing day of the year, 
the press continues to take a gurpris- 
ingly hopeful view of a grave situa- 
tion and of revelations of an enor- 
mously wide field of Boer activity. 
Gen. Dewet is still at large. Kimberiey 
is isolated. The Boers are in force 
enough to have de gt a strong po- 
sition at Helvetia, in 5 
district, while judging’ from Lord 
very recent advices, no 
progress being made against the 
Boer * in Cape Colony. Ac- 
cording to further telegraphic advices 
received yesterday, Zeerust ts practi- 
cally besieged, but has provisions suf- 
ficient for five months. The garrison 
at Ottoshoop has been withdrawn to 
Lichtenburg. 

A dispatch from Carnarvon, ¢ated 
yesterday, reports that the Boers who 
have been thraatening that point were 
driven off and are peing pursued. 

“It is evident,” says a belated mes- 
sage from Krugersdorp, dated Decem- 
ber 23, “that the Boer commissariat 
in the direction of the Magaliesburg 
is well supplied, and unti the country 
between here and the Aagaliesburg 
is properly cleared of Boers, they will 
continue to concentrate there, the 
ground being particularly adapted to 
their methods of warfare.” 

Boers admit that in their fight 
with Gen. Clements at Nooltgedacht 
they lost 130 men. 

“It is understood that Lord Kitch- 
ener cannot ask the colonies officially 
to send troops,” says a Durban dis- 
patch, dated December 29, but he de- 
sires it to be known in Australia ang 
Canada that Australians and Can- 
adians arriving in Natal win be elfgi- 
ble for immediate enlistment in the 
irregular corps. which is proceeding 
7 Johannesburg for five months’ serv- 
ce. 

To emphasize Lord Kitchener s ad- 
‘mission that ‘ho progress is being 
made against the -invasion of Cape 
Colony, a correspondent at Burghers-

crossed near Knaapdaar, and the ar- 
rival’ of another is momentarily ex- 
pected in the Steynsburg district.

All dispatches arriving in London 
agree that the Cape Dutch show no 
inclination to rise, but, on the con- 
trary, appear to be tired of the war 
and desirous of peace. Many refuse 
to supply the Boers with food, and 
are willing to give information to the 
British regarding the Boer move- 
ments. 

Details of the Greylingstad affair 
show that while Colville’s column was 
pursuing the Boers, a second force of

Word was sent from the sheep camp 
to Otter by messenger, with a request 
to have Sheriff Cato go at once to 
Tooney Creek, armed with warrants in 
blank. The Sheriff and deputies started 
this morning on their mile trip 
overland.

NEW YORK, Dec. 30.—Gov. Roose- 
velt spoke this afternoon at Carnegie 
Hall before en audience of young 
men that completely filled the house. 
It was © mass-meeting arranged by 
the Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion of the city, but it was somewhat 
unique in the fact that the chief 
speaker was in @ way addressing more 
than a hundred audiences throughout 
the country. Copies of Goy. Roose- 
velt's address had been secured in ad- 
vance? und sent to associations th-oughk- 
out t country, and it was said that 
the address was read aloud at more 
than a hundred other meetings at 
the same hour at which he addressed 
his audience. 

Willlam E. Dodge presided. Among 
those on the platform were Gen. O. 
O. Howard, Gen. John R. Brooke and 
various officers from the harbor forts 
and the navy yard. There were als, 
more than a hundred blue jackets 
and soldiers present, most of them 
members of the army and navy 
branch of the association. The New 
York festival chorus, conducted by 
Morgan, the director, rendered musi- 
cal selections. 

Dodge spoke briefly on the history 
of the Young Men's Christian Asso 
tion, and then eulogized Col. Roosevelt 
in the various capacities in which he 
is known to the public. The Vice- 
President-elect was received with pro 
longed applause. 

In the course of his address, he said: 
“These asrociations of yours try to 
make men self-helpful and to help 
them when they are self-helpful. They 
do not try merely to carry them, ta 
benefit them for the moment at the 
cost of their future undoing. Tris 
means that all in any way connected 
with them not merely retain, but in- 
crease their self-respect. Any man 
who takes part in the work of cuch an 
organization is benefited to some ex- 
tent and benefits the community to 
some extent—of course, always with 
the proviso that the organization is 
well managed, and is run on a bus 
ness basis, as well as with a philan- 
thropic purpose.”

EDDY” ROOSEVELT _ 
AS A PREACHER. 

TO THE Y.M.C.A. OF LOS 

ANGELES. 
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It Was Read Simultan--usly to Sim- 
ilar Associations Throughcut the 
Country—“Not Hard Hearted, and Not 
Soft Headed,’ Quoth He. 


Among the many “twentieth-century 
meetings” held yesterday none was 
mare interesting or profitable than the 
men’s mass meeting at the Young Men's 
Christian Association. The feature 
was the address by Vice-President- 
elect Roosevelt, delivered before the 
New York association and read simul- 
taneously in most of the city associa- 
tions throughout the country. It was 
read here by Prof. J. M. Roberts, head 
of the College of Oratory of the Uni- 
versity of Southern Californ!2, and the 
vith of it follows: 

“It is only in by all of us working 
together in a spirit of brotherhood, 
by each doing his part for the better- 
ment of himself and of others, that 
it is possible for us to solve the tre- 
mendous problems with which . as a 
nation we are now confronted. Our 
industrial life has become so complex, 
its rate of movement 80 very rapid, 
and specialization and ¢cifferentiation 60 
intense that we find ourselves face to 
face with conditions that were prac- 


century age. The power of the forces 
of evil has been greatly increased, and 
it is necessary for our self-preserva- 
tion that we should similarly strength- 
en the forces for good. We are all of 
us bound to work toward this end. No 
one of us can do everything, but each 
of us can do something, and ff we 
work together the aggregate of these 
somethings will be very considerable. 
“There are, of course, a thousand 
different ways in which the work can 
be done, and each man must choose 
as his tastes and his powers bid him, 
if he is to do the best of which he is 
capable. But all the kinds of work 
must be carried along on certain defi- 
nite lines if good is to come.

“It ought not to be necessary for me 
to warn you st mere sentimen- 
tality, against the philanthropy and 
charity which are not merely insuf- 
ficient, but harmful. It is eminently 
desirable that we should,. none of us, 
be hard hearted, but it is no less de- 
sirable that we should not be 
headed 


“I really do not know which quality 
is most productive of evil to mankind 
in the long run, hardness of heart or 
softness of head. Naked charity is 
not whet we permanently want. There 
are of course certain classes, such as 
young children, widows with large 
families or crippled or very aged peo- 
ble. or even strong men temporarily 
crushed by stunning misfortyne, on 
whose bel.alf we may have to YWnake a 
frank and direct appeal to charity, and 
who can be the recipients of it with- 
out any loss of self-respect. But, tak- 
ing us as a whole, taking the mass of 
Americans. we do not want charity; 
we do not want sentimentality; we 
merely want to learn how to act, both 
individually and together, in such fash- 
ion as to enable us to hold our own in 
the world, to do good to others accord- 
ing to the measure of our opportunities, 
and to receive good from others in ways 
which will not entail on our part any 
loss of self-respect. 

“It ought to be no less unnecessary 
for me to say that any man wha, tries 
to solve the great problems that con- 
front us by an appeal to anger and 
passion, to ignorance and folly, to 
malice and envy, is not, and never can 
be. aught but an enemy to the very peo- 
ple he professes to befriend. In the 
words of Lowell, it is far safer to 
adopt for a motto. ‘All men up’ than 
‘Some men down.’ Speaking broadly, 
we cannot in the long run benefit one 
man by the downfall of another. Our 
energies can as a rule be employed 
to much better advantage in uplift- 
ing some than in pulling down others. 
Of course, there must sometimes be 
pulling down, too. We have no busi- 
ness to blink evils, and where it is 
necessary that the knife should 
used, let it be used-unsparingly, but let 
it be used intelligentiy. When there 
is need of a drastic remedy} apply it, 
but do not apply it in the here spirit 
of hate. Normally a pound of con- 


struction is worth a ton of deatruction. | 


“There is degradation to us if we feel 
envy and malice and hatred of one's 
neiehbor, for any cause, * if we 
envv him merely because of riches, 
we show we have ourselves low ideals. 
Money is a good thing; and after a cer- 
tain amount has been amassed it ceases 
to be the chief even of material good 
things. It is far better, for instance, 
to do well a bit of work which is well 
worth doing. I do not care whether 
this work is that of an engineer on a 
great railroad or captain of a fishing 
boat. or foreman in a factory or ma- 
chine shop, or section boss, or division 
chief. or assistant astronomer in an ob- 
servatory, or a second lieutenant some- 
where in China or the Philippines, 
each n of these has an important 


piece work, and if he is really inter- 


ested in it and has the right stuff in 
him, he will be altogether too proud of 
what he is doing and too intent on do- 
ing it well, to waste his time in envy- 
ing others. 

“The basis of good citizenship is in 
the home. A man must be a good son, 
hugband and father; a woman a good 
daughter, wife and mother, first and 
foremost. There must be no shirking 
of duties in big things or in little 


things. The man who will not work 


be 


hard for his wife and his little ones; | 


the woman who shrinks from bearing 
and rearing many healthy children, 


these have no place among the men 


and women who are striving upward 
and onward. Of course, the family is 
the foundation of all the things in th 

State. Sins against pure and healtn 

family life are those which of al 
others are sure in the end to be ‘visit 

must heavily upon the nation in whi 

they take place. We must beware 
moreover, not merely of the great sins 
but of the lesser ones, which, whe 
taken together, cause such an appallin 
aggregate of misery and wrong. The 
drunkard, the lewd liver, the coward, 
the liar. the dishonest man, the man 
who is brutal to or neglectful of par- 
ents. wife or children—of all these the 
shrift should be short when we speak 
of decent citizenship. Every ounce of 
effort for good in your associations is 
part of the ceaseless war against the 
traits which produce such men. But 
in addition to condemning the grosser 
forms of evil we must not forget to 
condemn also the evils of bad temper, 


lack of gentleness, nagging and whin- - 


ing fretfulness, lack of consideration 
for others—the evils of selfishness in 
all its myriad forms. Each man or 
woman must remember his or her duty 
to all around, and especially to those 
closest and nearest, and such remem- 
brance is the best possible preparative 
to doing duty for the State as a whole. 
“We ask that these associations, and 
the men and women who take part in 
them, practice the Christian doctrines 
which are preached from every true 
pulpit. The Decalogue and theeGolden 
Rule must stand as the foundation 
of every ecessful effort to better 
either our social or our political life. 
‘Fear the Lord and walk in His way,’ 
ond Let each man love his neighbor as 
Himself: w we practice these two 
precepts, thé reign of social and civic 
righteousness will be close at hand.” 
The reading was followed by a short 
sveech by Rev. J. L. Pitner, pastor of 
the Westlake Methodist Episcopal 
Church. Pitner spoke from the 
text: “Quit ve like men; be strong.“ 
and his words wer? a fitting close to the 
first address. ‘ie spoke of the ways in 
which man may be strong. and closed 
with an earnest and effective appeal 
to his audience im gun sirength by 
following the footsteps of the Christ.

The writer, Col. H. L. Gordon, prop- 
nated erly characterizes this waste as erim- 
inal.” it is wanton’ destruction of 
property belonging to others, for no 
man is justly entitled to more of the 
common supply than hig needs de- 
mand. There is and always will be 
an abundance of water to irrigate the 
arable lands of Southern California if 
prudence is exercised in {ts use, but it 
is needless to say that the amcunt wil!

Washington henored by asking their 
opinion on thede great questions were 
Vice President Adams, Secretary Jay. 
Secretary Hamiiton and Mr. Madison. 
Mr. Adams replied that he did not be- 
lieve in promiscuous association for 
the President or in total exclusion. 
He thought that the President should 
not give social entertainments; that 
they should be given by his Secretary 
of State and that the President should 
attend them in his private character: 
that the President should make no 
formal call unless the sovereign of

the fret call. There was some dispute ' 
caused by the passage of the iaw of 
1886 over the question whether the 
members of the Cabinet who, by this 
act were made direct successors to the 
Presidency in case of the death of the 
President and the Vice-President, 
should not precede the members of 
Congress on ceremonial occasions. As 
a matter of fact the members of the 
Cabinet at the White House surround 
the Presiden: in the capacity of his 
official family. But as appointees of 
the administration confirmed by the 
Senate they are considered inferior in 
social rank the members of the 
Senate and ouse. The members of 
the Senate claim, too, that the Justices 
of the Supreme Court are their infe- 
riors socially, because their appoint- 
ments are confirmed by the Senate. 
But notwithstanding this claim, the 
Senators’ wives always make the first 
call on the wives of the Justices. 

It is in this matter of calls that offi- 
cial rank is recognized. The members 
of the Diplomatic Corps have always 
been considered the guests of the na- 
tion, and they hold an honorary social 
position. They cal first on the Secre- 
tary of State as the representative of 
the President. They also call on the 
Vice-President. The Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court recetves calls from 
everyone in official life except the 
President; but he makes the first call 
on the members of the Diplomatie 
Corps. 

This questien of calling may seem 
unimportant to those who are not ac- 
quainted with the puncetiliousness of 
social Washington. But it has dis- 
rupted Cabinets. When Jackson's Sec- 
retary of War, Eaton, ed the 
pretty Mrs. Timberlake (Peggy 
O'Nein.) and the women of the Cabi- 
net families refused to recognize her 
socially and to make the usual calls on 
her, Jackson gave them the alternative 
of calling on her or going out of public 
life. Their husbands thereupon re- 
signed. A quarter of a century ago the 
question of precedence was very near 
causing international trouble. At a 
private entertainment the British Min- 
ister was to take out the wife of the 
host, when the Spanish Minister, who 
was dean of the corps, was present. 
The intervention of tne Secretary of 
State, who was t, resulted in a 
substitution of the Spanish Minister 
for the British, and diplomatic rela- 
tions were fully restored. 

A new dispute-over precedence arose 
when Congress five years ago passed 
a law euthorizing the President to ap- 
point ambassadors to countries which 
sent ambassadors to Washington! The

Col. Bingham was named 
for this position because he had been 
for many years military attaché at the 
German court, which is one of the 
most -punctilious on the continent. Col. 
„ can quote book and chapter 
for his decisions, and there is no re- | 
cou from them except to the Presi- 


nt. 

Col. Bingham is not only a social ar- 
biter; he is the custocian of the Presi- 
dent's spoons. Everything in the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion which belongs to the 
government is in Col. Bingham’s care, 
and the White House steward gives a 
bond for the safe-keeping of what is 
intrusted to his charge. The nation 
supplies the President and his family 
ith a house, furnishings of all Kinds. 


“including china, glass and linen” (as 
they say in the furnished-flat adver- 
tisements) and even fuel, light and 
attendance. All the President has to 
pay for is food. A good deal of that 
comes to him without cost, for the en- 
thusiasti¢ farmer-citizen is continually 
sending. turkeys and other provisions 
to the President by express. Time 
when cultural ment 
furnished the te ne 
products. 

Col. Bingham's control of the Execu- 
tive building is as complete as his 
control in social matters. Not a — 
can men or a clock repal 
without his order. Every day finds 
him a visitor to the White House and 
in consultation with Secretary Cortel- 
you about matters of detail in the 
Presidents household. 

President McKinley is not in 
with the ceremony that surrounded 
Washington, nor is he as free and easy 
as Thomas Jefferson. He seldom leaves 
the White House to attend a private 
entertainment; but he gathers about 
him frequently in an informal way 
the personal friends m whose society 
he found pleasure when he was a mem- | 
ber of Congress from Ohio. He delights 
to honor an old friend occasionally by 
appearing at a private house when 
there is an entertainment, and he is a 
regular attendant at tne series of din- 
ners and receptions given by the mem- 
bers of his Cabinet. 

Though simple, President McKinley 
is a strict observer of social et! te, 
and the question of nee one 
in which he upholds the decision of his 
master of ceremonies. 

The President has given one dinner 
already, but the active social season in 
Washington opens with the reception 
at the White House on New Year's 
day. The New Year's reception at the 
White House Js the survivor of an old 
custom now. fallen into desuetude in 
every other city. The President re- 
ceives on that day all whe call and 
shakes hands with every visitor. 
receives in the Blue Parlor. Gues 
enter at the north door of the mansion 
and check their hate and coats in the 
lobby.

where Col. Bingham, in full uniform, 
standing at the President's fert, pre- 
sents them by name.

William Duke, formerly of Duke &

horses. He is reported to have won 
over $40,000 on four races in England 
this year. These were the victories of 
Royal Flush in the Royal Hunt cup at 
Ascot; King’s Couricr, in the Doncas- 
ter cup; Jiffy, in the Goodwood stakes, 
and Inishfree, by Tammany, in a race 
where he started at 100 to 8. Royal 
Flush was bred in England and is by 
Faro, son of Favbdnius, the Derby win- 
ner of 1872. The rest are Americans, 
Inishfree having been bred by the late 
Marcus Daly of Montana. It is stated, 
on good authority, that Mr. Duke has 
been retained as manager of a stable 
belonging to a prominent British turf- 
man, at a salary of $5000 a year. It 
beging to look as if the native Amer- 
ican “Yank” was getting in his deadly 
work Amost every where. 

The figures for the closing year in 
America are being worked up by the 
turf statisticians, from which I glean 
that 578 races were won by two-year- 
olds in the year 1900, with a total 
value of over $1.000,000,- Of this amount 
over $100,000 was in two races—the Fu- 
turity at Coney Island, and the Matron 
stekes at Morris Park, while there 
were four races at Washington Park, 
Chicago, that aggregated over $20,000 
This indiscriminate way. of running 
two-year-olds, not only by themselves, 
but in races against older horses, is 
going to ruin our American stock, some 
day before long. In contrast to this, 
iet me show how many of the great 
racers of England achieved fame and 
were not trained at an early age. The 
famous Carlisle -gelding’ was not 
trained till he was five, and left the 
turf at eighteen years, having won 
twenty-five out of thirty-four starts. 
Arthur O' Bradley was not trained till 
five, and retired at nine, having won 
fifteen races out of twenty-five. Black 
Chance was first trained at 5, and won 
twenty-five out of thirty, being ten 
years on the turf. Euphrates,. who 
won the Doncaster cup of 1822, was 
first started at three, and raced till he 
was thirteen, having won forty-two 
out of ninety-niné. Catherina first 
went on“ at three years, and raced for 
ten seasons, with seventy-nine races 
out of 177 starts. Fisherman, who won 
two Ascot cups in succession, was 
brought on at two years, but did not 
win. He then went on for five seasons 
more and won, in all, seventy races out 
of 120. Rataplan, full brother to Stock- 
well, was trained at two years, but his 
action was so tremendous that no or- 
dinary boy could ride him, so he was 
turned out. He then went ahead and 
won forty-two races out of seventy-one 
Starts, including the Manchester cup 


| ( years, 130 pounds,) the Doncaster 


cup and the Queen's Gold vase at As- 
cot. We have but few such examples 
in this country, that I can find, for all 
our American turfmen are so anxious 
to get back the money they have in- 
vested in horses, that they race them 
off their legs at two years old. Wood- 
cutter, for example, started forty-two 
times at that age, winning eleven 
times. The old saying, that “a merci- 
ful man is merciful to his beast, is 
just as true as ever. What kind of 
cavelry horses are we going to breed if 
our young horses are knocked to pleces 
in this way? 

The Juvenile’ Champion stakes at 
Tanforan Park, run last Saturday, was 
won dy ce Poniatowski's colt 
Brutal, by the — horse Brutus, 
carrying 119 pounds. Canmore was 
second with 122 pounds, and Rolling 
Boer third, with 127. Golden Age also 
carried 127 pounds, and finished in the 
steerage with four others. Rolling 
Boer is a very small horse, and prob- 
abbly. would have won with 122. These 
inequalities in weight are penalties in- 
curred for victorics in previous races. 
For all that, tne little Prince has a 
mighty good colt in Brutal, and is 
likely to win more traces with him in 
the near future. The winner's starting 
price was 7 to 1, and Rolling Boer was 
1 to 2. 

the game opens at Oakland today, 
and there will be several interesting 
events run off during the weck.

eleven, and I could go on for hours 
multiplying instances in which they 
have won their full share of public 
moneys wherever they started. Con- 
sidering that breeding began in Ken- 
tucky when it was a Territory, and 
that no California horses went East 
race until 1879, I do not see where our 
young Statt suffers by comparison.

YET BE MADE. 
e — 
SCIENCE IS MOVING ALONG AT A 
* — — 


Some Wonderful Work Done With 
the Electric Furnace at Pittsburgh— 
Graphite from Coal Direct—What Will 
Come Next? . 


“We are a step nearer to the repro- 
duction of the diamond.” 

So saying. Prot. Charles E. Monroe, 
the famous chemist and dean of the 
Columbian University, held up some: 
thing that looked like a lump of metal- 
lic lead, about two inches cube. 
“That,” he explained, “is graphite, 
produced directly from anthracite coal 
in the electric furnace. You see that in 
shape it is exactly like a lump of hard 
coal, but, in place of the glassy appear- 
ance of that mineral, it has assumed a 
metallic luster. As you may well im- 
agine, the achievement which it repre- 
sents is of great importance to science, 
as well as commercially.” 

“But how was it accomplished, Pro- 
fessor? And what has it to do with 
making diamonds by artifice?” 

“It is easily explained, You have 
heard of. the experiments 
made a few years ago in Pittsburgh by 
E. G. Acheson, who was trying to min- 
ufacture diamonds in the electrc fur- 
nace. He used a mixture of carbon and 
clay, from which, under exposure to a 
tremendous heat, some beautiful purple 
crystals were formed. At first he 
thought he had succeeded, but it was 
quickly ascertained that these crystals 
were an entirely new substance—a mix- 
ture of carbon and silicon. Under the 
name of carborundum, this substance 
has since come into co use as 
an abrasive. | 

“All of that is ancient h'story. Car- 
borundum is now made in large quan- 
tities from a mixture of coke, sawdust, 
sand and salt, and recently Mr. Ache- 
son has been converting the substance 
into graphite by further treatment in 
the electric furnace. His discovery 
that it is practicable to transform 
anthracite coal directly into graphite 
is newly announced, and a proof of the 
claim is given by the lump which I 
hold in my hand. . 


» “Of course, you know that graphite 


is pure carbon, and so likewise is char- 
coal. The diamond also is carbon. 
All three are merely different forms ot 
the same substance. Nevertheless, 
though many attempts have been made, 
nobody has yet succeeded in converting 
charcoal or graphite into diamonds of 
commercial value. The most success- 
ful effort in that direction up to date 
has been that of the Frenchman Mois- 
gan, who has produced very tiny crys- 
tals of true diamonds by heating char- 
coal to a high temperature with fron, 
permitting the mixture to cool under 
pressure, when the little diamonds 
were crystallized out. 

“In 1872 a chemist named Rise suc- 
ceeded in converting a diamond into 
graphite by exposing it to a high tem- 
perature, bedded in charcoal. us 
you will see that science has been mak. 
ing steady appréaches toward the so- 
lution of this interesting problem. 
Acheson’s new discovery briogs us one 
step nearer, and I may call your at- 
tention to the fact that, whereas Mois- 
san used a mixture of ircn and carbon 
in making his diamonds, Acheson puts 
iron salts with his anthracite coa! for 
the purpose of accomplishing the trans- 
formation of the latter into graphite. 

MUST BE CHEAP. 

Jam averse to prediction and you 
must not quote me as saying that dia- 
monds of commercial size will ke man- 
ufactured some day. All that I can say 
is that another step has been taken in 
that direction. Meanwhile, the new 
discovery is of great commercial im- 
portance, especially in view of the fact 
that the available deposits of graphite 
provided by nature are very limited, 
The substance is now employed in the 
manufacture of pencils, crucibles, stove 
polish, paint, dynam» breszes and ele- 
trodes, as well as in electrotyping and 
us a lubricant. The graphite mines of 
Ceylon alone employ 24,000 men, women 
and chiidren, and in the city of Nurem- 
berg, Germany, which is the home cf 
the Faber penctis, 5500 persons are en- 
waged in making these little writing 
instruments.” 

In order that the artificial diamond 
shall be a success, it must be made 
more cheaply than the natural gems. 
One remembers the famcus experi- 
ments of Prof. Sage, who turned out 
gold in his laboratory from the ashes of 
burned vegetable substances of certain 
kinds. The result was beautiful ecien- 
tificaily, but it cost $25 to get $5 worth 
of gold in this way. Molssan's dia- 
monds cost him at the rate ef $4000 a 
carat. He manufactured several hun- 
dred of the tiny crystals, but they wee 
so small that all of them together 
weighed less than half a carat. Under 
the microscope they were very pretty, 
some of them being round like a drop 
of water, while others were eight-sijdled. 
A few contained little specks of black 
charcoal, and these the chemist ca led 


like a frog. ‘ 
“I feel confident that diamends will 
be manufactured commercially some 
day.“ said Prof. Frank Clarke, of the 
United States Geological Survey. The 
solution of the problem is not very far 
off, I think. You must remember that 
the crystals do not have to be very 
large in order to serve the purpose of 
gems. It may be that the processes 
Will have to be conducted on a large 
scale, allowing a long time, perhaps.

A volcano is a natural dia- 
mond factory, if only the carbon and 
iron are present together in the m>’ten 
rocks.

is remarkable hole is now suspected 
to have been made by the impact of a 
gigantic meteor that fell out of the sky 
nobody knows how long ago.

monly Experiments have a’so 
been made by combining sulphur and 
carbon, which together form a colori¢ess 
liquid contaiting absolutely nothirg 
but carbon and sulphur. If by some 
method the sulphur in the s>'ution 
could be got rid of, the carbon might 
be expected to be deposited in crvs- 
tals—that ‘sto say, in the form of dis 
monds—but no way of accomplishing: 
this has yet been found, 

Artificial diamonds sometimes er- 
plode. And strange to say, natural 
ones frequeatly do the same thing after 
they have ten brought out of the mine. 
They have been known to burst 
in the péekets of the miners, or 
even whervheld in the warm hand, tem- 
perature laving evidently to do with 
the pheramenon. Large diamonds are 
more Latie to burst than* small ones 
and in tis way valuable stones have 
been destoyed. As a safeguard against 
such accfients. dealers frequently pk 
big dianpnds in raw potatoes for ship- 
ment. Tost of the diamonds obtained 
from Sauth African are not complete 
crystals and it is imagined that they 
may be fracments cf larrer ones that 
have joded. But for th's w n 8 
of th great gems of this kind 
micht be comparatively common,
